Defeription of the Tfland of Malta, which 
was lately in great Danger from a Con- 
fpiracy, (fee p. 339} and is row fatd to 
be threatened with an Invafion by the Turks. 


M 4LTA isan ifland in the Mediter- 
ranean, about 60 miles fouth of 
Cape Paffaroin Siely, and 200 ea of Tunis 
in Africa: It is of an oval figure, 20 miles 
long, and +2 broad. It is a white foft 
rock, covered a foot deep with earth. This 
ifland was fucceffively fubjeé& to the Phe- 
niciims, Cartha-inians, and the Romans, 
and the emperor Char’es V. gave it to the 
knights of St. Fobm of Ferufalem after they 
had loft the ifland of Rhodes, which they 


the fituation is ftrong, fo no art is wanting 
in the fortifications to render it impregnable. 
The ftreets are fpacious, and the houfes 
built of white ftone hewn out of their 
rocks. Befides the city, their are in the 
ifland 26 parifhes, and between 30 and 40 
villages.

engines being brought, it was happily ftop- 
ped, juftas it was fpreading itfelf to fome 
vwearchoufes fill’d with goods to a great 
value. Some coafters that lay a-long-fide 
the wharfs had their rigging burnt.—in this: 
calamity three men and one woman loft 
their lives, and one man had his leg broke; 
and on Sendey morning a man was kill’d 
by the fall of a ftack of chimnies.. Up- 
wards of 2000 quarters of malt, befides’ 
a large quantity of hops, and Soo butts of : 
becr, were loft by this accident, the da. 
maye of which was faid to be about 5¢,000/, *
